The official, who said that he had 
not seen the Amnesty appeal, insist- 
ed that the IDF uses tear gas only to 
break up demonstrations, and not as 
a means of punishment. 


He said that in any event, the 
charges would be checked, as had all 
previous complaints, including 
those by Citizens Rights Movement 
MK Dedi Zacker. A recent report 
by five doctors prepared for the IDF 
found πὸ connection between the 
use of tear gas and any deaths in the 
territories, the source said. 


The source noted that the tear gas 
used by the IDF is the same as that 
used by police forces in other West- 
ern countries, He said that with the 
possible exception of a very few 
cases, the tear gas had been used out 
of doors, and not inside buildings as 
alleged.

The London-based international 
human rights organization said 
members of the Israel Defence 
Forces bad thrown or fired tear gas 
intended for open-air use into 
houses, clinics, schools, hospitals 
and mosques in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. ‘ 

Local medical staff reported in 
the past few months that tear gas 
appeared to have caused or contrib- 
uted to the deaths of more than 40 
Palestinians, they said. 

“Almost 81] the alleged victims 
belonged to sections of the popula- 
tion vulnerable to tear gas inhala- 
tion ~ babies, the elderly and sick 
people, particularly those with res- 
piratory diseases.” Amnesty said it 
had little clinical evidence of tear 
gas-related deaths for several rea- 
sons. 


Palestinians were wary about 
agreeing to post-mortems on rela- 
tives for religious and other reasons, 
and hospitals in the territories 
lacked equipment to carry out de- 
tailed autopsies. The few autopsies 
carried out by Israeli authorities had 
attributed deaths to heart attacks, 
but none of the reports were made 
available to relatives, it said. 

Amnesty said that despite its lack 
of evidence, pattems of deaths fol- 


lowing high exposure to tear gas 
were alarming enough “to warrant ἃ 
thorough and urgent review of IDF 1 
use Of tear gas and an immediate 
investigation into deaths among ci- 
vilians following exposure to tear 


gas. 
A spokesman for Amnesty said 


that on June 1 it telexed Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin about its 


concerns, but had received no reply. 


Amnesty said it had the names of 


18 babies under six months old and 
17 adults over 50, said to have died 
after tear-gas exposure. 

It cited seven cases of people who 
died between December 23, 1987 
and May 4, 1988, These include 
Amal Abdul Wahad Kasisa, a five- 
day-old baby who died in her cot in 
the Jebalya refugee camp after sol- 
diers shot tear gas into the house, 
and Wijdan Faris, a woman in her 
final month of pregnancy, who died 
within an bour of arrival at hospital 
after tear-gas canisters landed in a 
courtyard outside her house. 

Amnesty said it took no position 
on the use of tear gas or other kinds 
of riot-control agents. Its conceras 
were limited to cases in which such 
agents “appear to have been used in 
a manner which is inconsistent with 
the recommended usage and delib- 
erately inflicts suffering or death.”

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) — Ten 
people, including a pregnant Asian 
woman, were injured yesterday 
when an explosion ripped through 
an amusement arcade in central Jo- 
hannesburg. Four of the injured 
were seriously hurt. Witnesses earli- 
er said one person was killed. 

The cause of the blast, which de- 
molished part of the arcade some 
500 metres from city hail, was being 
probed by forensic experts. A police 
spokesman said, ‘Fortunately not 
many people were inside the arcade.

Pope’s visit fires Waldheim flap

VIENNA — Pope John Paul I be- 
Bins a five-day trip to Austria today 
which is expected to rekindle con- 
troversies over President Kurt 
Waldheim's past and the Roman 
Catholic church’s relations with 
Jews. : 

The pope will meet three times 
with Waldheim, who has denied al- 
legations by Jewish groups that he 
was involved in war crimes during 
World War 1. Waldheim will greet 


the pope when he arrives this after- 


f0on in Vienna, hold private talks 
with him tonight at the imperial 
Hofburg Palace and see him off 
when he returns home from Inns- 
bruck on Monday. . 

Such encounters between the 
Pope and a head of state are nonmat 
protocol for papal visits. But Jewish 
£réups say they will repeat the kind 


of protests they staged when the 
pope received Waldheim-at the Vat- 
ican a year ago. There was an inter- 
national Jewish outcry when the 
pope consented to- receive Wald- 
heim, breaking the Austrian lead- 
er's international diplomatic isola- 
tion. oe 

The pope will meet for the first 
time with representatives of the 
Austrian Jewish community, and 
will later visit the site of the Mauth- 
ausen death camp. near Linz, to pay 
tribute to the memory of 100,000 
prisoners killed there during the 
Wal. + 


The pope, whose first official visit 
to Austria was in 1983, will meet 
with Waldheim and members of the 
government within two hours of his 
arrival late this afternoon. Tomor- 
row morning he will see a delegation 
representing the Jewish communi- . 


ties of Austria, headed by Chief 
Rabbi Paul Chaim Eisenberg and 
Paul Grosz, president of the Vien- 
nese Jewish community. 

The 6,000-member Austrian Jew- 
ish community -- which numbered 
some 175,000 before the war — has 
expressed fears over a recent rise of 
anti-Semitism in the country. 

In Jerusaiem on Tuesday, repre- 
sentatives of several major Jewish 
organizations met with the papai 
nuncio to protest against the visit.

content with normal ranges for his 
or her age group. 

“The DPA, the only one so far in 
Israel, is used along with the Comp- 
ton Densimeter, which its Hadassah 
developers claim ‘is the only one in 
the world to measure bone density 
accurately. Various parts of the 
body, including the wrist, the spine 
and the hip, are tested painlessly 
and quickly to determine whether 
osteoporosis has set in. Once it is 
diagnosed, medication, physiother-

Menczel advises all young people 
to eat a high-calcium diet including- 
low-fat milk and milk products, ses- 
ame seed, almonds and sardines 
with bones. They should also exer-

The osteoporosis centre charges 
NIS 120 for the tests, subsidizing 
their cost of over NIS 200. Ail the 
health funds, except for the Flista- 
drut’s Kupat Holim Clalit, pay for 
tests on patients referred by their 
doctors. Women over 40, especially 
those who are thin, who have had 
their ovaries removed or went into 
menopause early, should undergo 
Osteoporosis screening, said Menc-

NOSTALGIA i is bringing several 
hundred Mahal (Mimadvim Mehutz 
Learetz, Volunteers from Abroad) 
here today for a two-week visit to 

in our 40th anniversary 
celebrations.

“I believed that after worldwide 
condemnation of Nazism, I could 
live a good life outside of Israel.

Manufacturers’ head claims 
Situation as bad as July 1985

TEL AVIV — Manufacturers Asso- 
Gation president Dov Lautman yes- 
terday painted a very gloomy pic- 
ture of the state of the economy.and 
industry, lashing out at Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim for “not 

reading the map correctly." 
At a press conference here, Laut- 
man warned that the country's in- 
sector would not be able to 


wait until after the electiozis for the - 


goverament to come up with a solu- 
tion to the sector's problems. The 


ἕ . crisis plaguing the sector today, be 


said, was as severe as that which 
afflicted it on the eve of the econom- 
ic stabilization plan of July 1985. 
Lantman presented Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics figures which 
that industrial product this 
year has dropped 3% to 4%. The 
only other times an actual fall had 
been registered in this indicator, he 
said, was in 1967 and in 1980. 
‘What this translates into is a half- 
a-billion dollar loss in output. Since 
the Treasury budget predicted an 
increase of the same sum, the gap 


between the two forecasts comes to 
one billion dollars. 

“This fall in output proves that 
the economic programme of 1985 
did not create growth. Any growth 
registered since then was the result 
of the public digging into its sav- 
ings,” he said. 

The rate of saving in the economy 
has never been as low as its level in 
the past two years, Lautman said. 
Net savings today represent only 2% 
of disposable income, as compared 
with rates of 16% and more in previ- 
ous years. Investments have suf- 
fered too, showing real drops of 20- 
25% so far this year. 

According to the figures present- 
ed by the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, private consumption has 
grown from an average of 4.2% be- 
tween 1981-85 to 11.1% in the past 
few years. Net taxes as a percentage 
of GNP have also gone up from an 

average of 23% trom 1981-85 to 
32.2% in 1986 and 1987. The growth 
in capital stocks in industry, mean- 
while, has fallen from an average of 
4.6% in the early 1980s to 3.4% in 
the past few years.
